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GENERAL OPERATION RULES 

POSITION AND ANTI-COLLISION LIGHT REQUIREMENTS 

The cont inuing i n c r e a s e i n a i r t r a f f i c dens i ty and the advent o f a i r c r a f t capable o f apprec iab ly 
h igher speeds than h e r e t o f o r e a t t a i n e d demand fur ther improvement i n the e x t e r i o r l i g h t i n g of a i r c r a f t . 
Experience with t h e use o f a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s on l a r g e a i r p l a n e s has shown t h a t a s i g n i f i c a n t i n ­
crease i n the c o n s p i c u i t y o f a i r c r a f t can be a t t a i n e d with such l i g h t s during n i g h t o p e r a t i o n s . The 
c u r r e n t l y e f f e c t i v e p r o v i s i o n s of Part 43 o f the C i v i l Air Regulat ions require the i n s t a l l a t i o n o f an 
approved a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t on ly on l a r g e a i r c r a f t operated a t n i g h t . 

When the Board promulgated r e g u l a t i o n s requ ir ing a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s on l a r g e a i r c r a f t , i t 
i n d i c a t e d t h a t a d d i t i o n a l s tudy was being g iven t o the p o s s i b i l i t y o f requir ing g e n e r a l l y s i m i l a r types 
of l i g h t s for small a i r c r a f t . This amendment, which requ ires a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s f o r the n ight 
operat ion o f newly c e r t i f i c a t e d small a i r c r a f t , r e f l e c t s the i n i t i a l r e s u l t s of such a d d i t i o n a l s tudy 
by the Board. Experience gained under t h i s amendment along wi th r e s u l t s of continued s t u d i e s should 
provide a b a s i s for p o s s i b l e regulatory a c t i o n i n the fu ture wi th re spec t t o requir ing a n t i - c o l l i s i o n 
l i g h t s on a l l smal l a i r c r a f t . 

I n view of the forego ing , and s i n c e there are no requirements i n the operat ing parts o f t h e 
r e g u l a t i o n s t o require smal l a i r c r a f t t o i n s t a l l a n t i — c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s , the Board i a amending i 43 .30 
(b) ( 3 ) t o require t h e i r use on a l l small a i r c r a f t f o r which such l i g h t s are required ir conjunct ion 
with t h e i r c e r t i f i c a t i o n , i . e . , a l l smal l a i r c r a f t f o r which a p p l i c a t i o n f o r type c e r t i f i c a t i o n i s 
made a f t e r the e f f e c t i v e date o f t h i s amendment. 

Since there are no s p e c i f i c a t i o n s f o r a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s i n Parts 3 and 6 of the C i v i l A i r 
Regulat ions , amendments t o these parts are being promulgated concurrent ly t o provide a bas i s o f 
approval for such l i g h t s as are required by t h i s amendment. A i r c r a f t not a f f e c t e d by t h i s amendment 
may continue t o use or i n s t a l l e x i s t i n g approved a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s o r , o p t i o n a l l y , may i i i s t a l l 
a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t s conforming vdth the new s p e c i f i c a t i o n s i n Parts 3 and 6 . 

I n t e r e s t e d persons have been afforded an opportunity t o p a r t i c i p a t e i n the making o f t h i s amend­
ment (21 F.R. 3 3 8 8 ) , and due c o n s i d e r a t i o n has been g iven t o a l l r e l e v a n t matter presented . 

I n c o n s i d e r a t i o n o f the forego ing , the C i v i l Aeronautics Board hereby amends Part 43 of the C i v i l 
Air Regulat ions ( 1 4 CFR Part 4 3 , as amended) e f f e c t i v e Apr i l 1 , 1957 . 

By amending § 4 3 . 3 0 (b) (3) t o read as f o l l o w s : 

4 3 . 3 0 Instruments and equiiaaent f o r NC powered a i r c r a f t or powered a i r c r a f t wi th standard 
a irworth iness c e r t i f i c a t e s . * * # 

(b) Contact f l i g h t r a l e s ( n i g h t ) . * * * 

( 3 ) An approved a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t system f o r a i r c r a f t having a maximum c e r t i f i c a t e d 
weight of more than 12 ,500 pounds and f o r a l l a i r c r a f t -rfiich are required t o ha™e a n t i - c o l l i s i o n l i g h t 
systems i n s t a l l e d by t h e terms o f t h e i r a i rworth ines s c e r t i f i c a t e } except t h a t , i n t h e event of f a i l ­
ure o f any l i g h t o f such ^yatem, the a i r c r a f t tesqy continue f l i g h t t o the next s t o p where repa ir s or 
replacements can be made without undue d e l a y .
